Sometimes, as on a relief in 
the Vatican, Theseus steals away to his ship and leaves 
Ariadne asleep. At other times the heroine is still asleep 
when Bacchus and his rout of satyrs come upon her. Here 
a later moment has been chosen by the artist: Ariadne is 
awake, and seated on a chair; and Bacchus regards her 
pensively, no longer in the first surprise of discovering her 
asleep. ; 


This more ideal, less dramatic, version of the myth recurs 
in almost identical form on a chaleedony intaglio formerly 
in the Medici Collection in Florence (Gori, Museum 
Florentinum I, xcii, 1) and also with very slight variations 
upon a famous Renaissance cameo, copied perhaps from the 
Medici gem, which was once in the collection of the Dukes of 
Mantua, and afterwards in that of the Earls of Yarborough 
at Brocklesby Park (see Museum Worsleyanum, p. 3). It is 
based, no doubt, upon a famous ancient picture, probably of 
the Hellenistic age. The gem dates from. the late Republic or 
the early Empire: it is grand and simple in style, and its 
surface is entirely original and untouched.

I. 1; text pp. 32ff), which shows the knot 
over the forehead and the grouped chains with pomegranate- 
pendants. There are three analagous ornaments in the 
British Museum (Catalogue of J ewellery, nos. 1607-1609), all 
with the same characteristic Herculean knot and garnet 
decoration. 


This important and perfectly preserved piece of Greek 
jewellery of the best period was found ina tomb on the island 
of Ithaca in 1812, and ig published by the Baron de 
Stackelberg in his work, Die Graber der H ellenen, pl. 1xxiii, 
and by John Lee, Archaeologia, vol. xxxiii (1848), where the 
origin of an inscription scratched on the back of the diadem 
by the finders is explained. 


Five strips of thin gold bands, in all 26 in. long, 2 in. wide, 
are included with the ornament, also a gold Ring set with a 
garnet, with the bone of the thuml upon which it was worn; 
all from the same tomb. 


After their discovery the diadem and ring became the 
property of James Campbell, Governor of the Ionian 
Islands, 1814-16, who sent them in 1815 to H. EK. Bunbury, 
Under Secretary of State for War, from whom they 
descended to Sir H. Bunbury (see MS. notes which go with 
this lot).
